SUIT THREATENED 
AGAINST BUTLER 


Cornelius Hints He Will 
Bring Civil Suit If Gen- 
eral Does Not “Retract 
Certain Things.” 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., Feb. 12.—(UP)— 
The San Diego Sun said in a copy- 
righted interview with Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, Jr., today that the young 
writer may file a civil suit against 
General Smedley D. Butler as the re- 
sult of the Butler-Mussolini incident. 

Vanderbilt said he would bring suit 
unless “certain things are retracted”’ 
and “others cleared up,” the Sun story 
said. Vanderbilt has been here in- 
cognito for several days. 

General Butler’s speech before a 
Philadelphia club in which he said 
he had learned that Premier Benito 
Mussolini, of Italy, had run down a 
child in his automobile and had not 
halted caused the United States to 
apologize to Italy. Court-martial pro- 
ecedings were instituted, but dropped 
with a reprimand to the general. 

“The Butler court-martial may be 
at an end in Washington,” Vanderbilt 
was quoted as saying, “but as far 


as I am concerned there are still a 
let of other things to be cleared up, 


‘including the statement attributed to 


me by Butler over the so-calied Mus- 
soliui hit-and-run episede.” 

Pressed for details as to the cause 
for a possible civil suit against But- 
ler, Vanderbilt made his first pub- 
lic statement of the incident referreu 
to by Butler in Philadelphia and 
which brought about the apology by 
the United States. 

“At the original gathering of some 
23 of the members of the American 
affiliated lecture bureau in November, 
1930, it was understood and agreed 
that things said by General Butler, 
another speaker and myself were not 
to be repeated outside the four walls 
of the lecture room,” the Sun quoted 
Vanderbilt. 

“General Butler not only violated 
the confidence of this lecturing group, 
but repeated inaccurately a statement 
of mine before the Contemporary Club 
ef Philadelphia in January. 

“General Butler credited me with 
saying that Mussolini killed a child 
while motoring and that he (Musso- 
lini) drove on with the remark ‘what 
is one life in the affairs- of state.’ 

“f am not trying to dig up the 
past, but there have been so many 
garbled accounts concerning this mat- 
ter that I now feel that in justice 
to my own work, which has suffered 
considerably since the incident, the 
public should know the real truth in 
that General Butler’ violated the 
agreement of our lecture organiza- 
tion. 

“The incident which General But- 
ler incorrectly described came about 
in the following manner: 

“I was riding with Mussolini, who 
was driving his car. At a sharp jog 
in the road a small child ran in front 
of the machine and was hit. I looked 
back to see if the child had been hurt, 
and as I did so Mussolini placed his 
hand on my knee and these were his 
very words: ‘Never look back, Mr. 
— always look ahead in 
ife.’ 

“I wonder how General Butler 
would feel if I were not to respect 
his confidence and repeat some of 
the very confidential things he has 
said in my hearing. re position all 
during this controversy has been that 
a gentleman should not violate con- 
fidential information, but now that 
the court-martial has been dismissed 
I feel the public should know: the true 
state of affairs.” 

Vanderbilt has been to San Diego 
several times in the last ten days, fly- 
ing here from Phoenix.

FOOD WITH RELIEF 
MONEY, SAYS HYDE 


Statement Fails, How- 
ever, To Stop Criticism 
of Compromise; Early 
Senate Vote Expected.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—()— 
The administration informed the sen- 
ate today that the pending $20,000,- 
000 drouth loan fund could be used 
by the farmer borrowers for the pur- 
chase of food and clothing if neces- 
sary for agricultural rehabilitation. 
With this word from Secretary 
Hyde the way was opened for adop- 


tion of the much disputed compromise 
and notice was served by Senator 
MeNary, of Oregon, the assistant re- 
publican leader, that he would ask 
the senate to stay in session tomor- 
row until it had voted. 
of the republican independents, who 
offered the resolution calling for the 
interpretation by Secretary Hyde, 
said the reply of the agriculture chief 
was “clear enough that there is no 
prohibition against food.” 
_ Nevertheless there was no sign to- 
night after another democratic out- 
break that the opposition of some of 
the democrats and republican inde- 
pendents to the substitute for the 
25,000,000 Red Cross relief appro- 
priation had subsided. 
Sent From Louisville. 
Hyde's statement was sent to the 
senate from Louisville. It followed a 
series of conferences between Presi- 
dent Hoover and senate republican 
leaders. 
_ Hyde reaffirmed the administra- 
tion’s contention that the purpose of 
the loan fund was not for the pur- 
chase of food and supplies for the 
farmers and that this relief was being 
left to the Red Cross. 
= “On the other hand,” he continued, 
“it is my understanding that the ma- 
jor purpose of this additional legisla- 
tion 1s in effect to restore the weak- 
ened credit situation and that when 
loans under any part of the amend- 
ment are made to those who have the 
serurities indicated for that purpose 
and for making the next crop and for 
rehabilitation from the drouth, there 
could be no prohibition against the 
proceeds of such loans being used for 
food or other supplies if they were 
necessary to effect the purpose.” 
The reading of the statement was 
listened to attentively. The senate 
has stood against the president and 
the republican house in its contention 
for federal funds for food purchases.

Threatens True Liberty, 


Says President Hoover 


WASHINGTON, 
President Hoover declared in a Lin- 
coln Day address tonight that the 
dominant. problem in the American 
form of government today revolves 
about the relationship of federal, state 
and local gover:?.ments. 

Speaking over the radio from the 
White House study, fraught with 
memories of the Civil War president 
because it was there he worked, Pres- 
ident .joover warned that increased 
federal powers “can lead but to the 
superstate where every man becomes 
the servant of the state and real lib- 
erty is lost.” 

Such a state, he said, was not the 
kind of government Abraham Lincoln 
sought to build. 

“There is.an entirely different ave- 
nue by which we may both resist 
this drift to centralized government 
and at the same time meet a multi- 
tude of problems,” he said. “That is 
to strengthen in the nation a sense 
and an - ganization of self-help and 
co-operation ‘to solve as many prob- 
lems as possible outside of govern- 
ment.” ar

Test of Moral Strength.

Thugs bludgeoned an armed mail clerk 
into unconsciousness here early toda 
and escaped with three régistered maal 
pouches, later found to-contain,exacl- 
ly 216 pounds of mutilated and worth: ; 
less currency. 

The mail bags were en route from 
the Federal Reserve bank in New 
York to the treasury when the hold. 
up was staged shortly after 2 a. m. in 
the broad Union station concourse. 

It was only after a minute check 
that treasury officials announced the 
loot was a “gold brick.” It would 
have been worth $807,000 had the cure 
rency been whole, but following the 
usual custom the bills had béen cut 
in half, and the portions shipped sep- 
arately. ; 

The treasury tonight had half the 
bills, and the thieves had the portions 
that matched them. 

Postal officials, secret seryice opera- 
tives and capital police joined in & 
city-widé search during the day, but 
tonight the three or more men they 
sought had not been captured, Only 
a meagre description of the men was!

Peter Johnson, of Belleville, N. J., 
a railway mail clerk, was in charge of 
the shipment at the time of the hold- 
up, He had helped unload the 23 
pouches consigned to the treasury on 
a lower level of the station and was 
convoying: them to the post office. | 

“I was walking along behind the 
mail truck,” Johnson said. “I couldn't 
see in front. The pouches were piled 
higher than my head. My overcoat | 
was open and my gun strapped jt- 
side. 

“Out of the corner of my 
saw two men walking 
opening in the railway station fence. 

They just 
sauntered along, I thought they were 
mail clerks going to work.

Quake Is Order of Law. 


Turning to Darrow, he exclaimed: 

“IT knew that Darrow was an ag- 
nostic in religion, but I did not be- 
lieve that he was an agnostic in 
science until he said that this is 
not an orderly universe.” The earth- 
quake, Dr. Jones explained, is just 
as much a part of the order of Jaw 
as the kiss of the sun on the dewdrop 
in the morning. “Order.” he said, 
“means the consistent procedure of 
eause to effect that rules throughout 
the universe.” 

When science seeks to interpret its 
data, it becomes a religious philoso- 
phy. Dr. Jones said. Religion knows 
nothing of when the process had its 
beginning, nor how, but only main- 
tains that whenever and however, it 
was God who created, he explained,

“Where there is no understanding, 
there is no tolerance. Together is 
the greatest werd in the English lan- 
guage. We are living in a world 
where unless we live together we will 
be plunged over the precipice.” 

“Man thinking at his highest, feel- 
ing deepest and doing best,” was the 
meaning of religion as interpreted by 
Rabbi Brickner. “That something 
which causes men to think highest, 
feel deepest and do best—call it what 
you will—is what I choose to call 
(od.” the rabbi stated. 

“Darrow.” he said of his colleague 
on the night's program, “is religious 
at heart, despite what he has told you 
tonight. Any man who would travel 
2000 miles at his own expense to 
give his services for a man be believ- 
ed accused unjustly, has the soul of 
religion in him.” 

Calls Darrow “Bellhop.” 

He alluded to Darrow as “God's 
cosmic bellhop.”. He explained the ag- 
nosticism of the man as _ follows: 
“When a boy Darrow discovered he 
missed heaven, so he has gone up and 
down the country raising hell ever 
since.” ~-

No doubt much of this was true,

Wr in its effects upon the armies 
themselves is frightful enough, but the 
terror and the suffering that it causes 
women and children are incomparably 
worse. These thousands were leaving 
everything behind them, going to some 
distant part of their country to be- 
come, many of them, dependent upon 
their friends, others, perchance friend- 
less and penniless, to. live by charity. 
There was even then hope that they 
might return later, and through the

But will the shadow of this dread- 
ful experience ever pass, or will war 
come again to cause like suffering to 
their children? 
| No one can answer, but all can 
| strive to the end that this experience, 
which is the heritage of lands where 
the embers of hatred and jealousy are 
kept alive at the fireside to be fanned 
into flaming war by ambitious and 
powerful leaders, may come no more. 

My diary notes the following: 

Chaumont, Friday, March 29, 
1918.

him and General Bliss that the pro- 
posal, if approved by the president, 
would place the disposition of Ameri- 
can units entirely in the hands of the 
supreme war council and take them 
quite out of our. control, even for 
training, and would without doubt ’de- 
stroy all possibility of our forming an 
American army. 

The secretary was as strongly ‘op- 
posed to any such an outcome as I, 
and after some discussion he dictated 
his views in a cable to President Wil- 
son explicitly recommending that the 
control of our forces should be re- 
tained by our commander-in-cbief and 
that the joint note be approved only 


in d4hat sense. 
Baker to Wilson. 

Secretary Baker's cable to the presi- 
dent read, in part: 

The foregoing resolutions (of 
the military representatives on the 
supreme council) were considered 
by General Bliss; General Per- 
shing and me. Paragraph three 
proposes a change in the order of 
shipment of American troops to 
France and necessarily postpones 
the organization and training of 
complete American divisions as 
parts of an independent American 
army. This ought to be conceded 
only in view of the present crit- 
ical situation and continued only 
so long as that situation neces- 
sarily demands it. 

The question of replacements 
will continue to embarrass the 
British and French governments, 
and efforts to satisfy that need by. 
retaining American.units assigned 
to them must be anticipated, but 
we must keep in mind the forma- 
tion of an American army, while, 
at the same time, we must not 
seem to sacrifice joint efficiency 
at a critical moment to that ob- 
ject. Therefore I recommend that 
you express your approval of the 
joint note in the following sense: 

“Such purpose of the American 
government is to render the fullest 
co-operation and aid, and_ there- 
fore the recommendation of the 
military representatives with re- 
gard to the preferential transpor- 
tation of American infantry and 
machine gun units in the present 
emergency is approved. 

“Such units when transported 
will be under the direction of the 
commander .in chief of the Amer- 
ican expeditionary forces, and 
will be assigned for training and 
use by him in his discretion. He 
will use these and all other mil- 
itary forces of the United States 
under his command in such man- 
ner as to render the greatest mil- 
itary assistance, keeping in mind 
always the determination of this 
government to have its various 
military: forces collected, as speed- 
ily as their training and the mil- 
itary situation will permit, into 
an independent American army, 
acting in concert with the armies 
of Great Britain and France 
and all arrangements made by 
him for their temporary training 
and service will be made with that 
end in view.” 

This action by the military repre- 
sentatives just at this crisis was in- 
tended to put the weight of the su- 
p-eme war council behind the idea of 
maintaining the strength of Allied 
units by Americans as a policy. The 
text of the joint note made it entirely 
plain that this was their purpose. 

The message forwarding the. joint 
note with Mr. Baker’s comment was 
answered by a cable from Washing- 
ton dated March 30, which stated: 

The president concurs in the 
joint note of the permanent mil-, 
itary representatives of the su- 
preme war council in the sense 
formulated in your number 67 
March 28. and wishes you to re- 
gard yourself authorized to decide 
questions of immediate co-opera- 
tion or replacement. 

It was thought that this statement, 
coming from the president, would 
check, at least for the time being, the 
demands of the Allies that we provide 
units for building up their divisions, 
but their insistence continued. 

The president’s ‘ message was fol- 
lowed March 30 by a cable from the 
department, which stated : 

The recommendations of secre- 
tary of war to president... that 
preferential transportation — be 
given to American infantry and 
machine gun units in present 
emergency understood and will be 
followed. 

It went 6n to say that these units 
to three divisions, the 
Third, Fifth and Seventy-seventh, 
would be sent at once, and those. cf 
three other divisions about May 1. 

Replying April 3 to the depart- 
ment’s cable, 1 emphasized that it was 
“not intended that our units shall re- 
place the losses of British or French 
organizations, and therefore our ar- 
tillery should be. held in readiness to 
follow when called for,” although it 
was possible that the situation might 
become’ “so serious that sonie of our 
infantry units will be foreed to serve 
with British temporarily.” 

My intentions were further indi- 
eated by saying: “Americans must 
not lose sight of the purpose to build 
‘up divisions and corps of their own,” 
and also: “we must avoid the ten- 
dency to incorporate our infantry into 
British divisions where it will 

used up and never relieved.” : 

My cable recommended that the “in- 
fantry of two divisions should be sent 
by British shipping and two by our 
own, that present plans should 
go no further than this. It was uy 
purpose not to become too deeply in- 
yolved in an agreement that would 
take it impossible later to form our 
own independent force under our own 
officers. -

mentioned in the -preced- 
ing chapter, there was much differ- 
ence of opinion on what course to 
pursue, according to General Bliss, 
who reported the situation to the Sec- 
retary a:d me. “President Poincare 
presided, M. Clemencyat, M. Lou- 
cheur, Lord Milner, Marshal Haig, 
General Sir Henry Wilson, General 
Foch and others being présent. 

One suggestion made prior to the 
formal meeting was that M. Clemen- 
ceau be selected Allied commander-in- 
chief, with General Foch his chief 
of staff, but, as we have seen, the 
conference itself agreed that General 
Foch, as the senior military member 
of the council, should be charged with 
co-ordinating the action of the Allied 
armies on the western front. 


It was, however, the prevalent .Brit- 
ish view that Foch was simply a 
liaison officer between the two armies, 
with advisory and co-ordinating an- 
thority only. Altaough inadequate 
to meet all circumstances, even this 
concession was a stride in the right 
direction, and his nosition wag soon 
to be 1a0re clearly defined. In fact, 
President Wilson sent General Foch 
the following message March 29: 


_May I not convey to you my 
Sincere congratulations on your 
new authority. Such unity of 
cominand is a most hopeful au- 
gury of ultimate success. We are 
following with profound interest 
the bold and brilliant action of 
your forces. 


Of course Mr. Cravath’s ‘idea for 
unity of command, as mentioned in my 
diary, was never serivusly considered 
by anyone in authority, and it fell 
short of absolute unity of command, 
but it would have been more likely 
to have met the situation than the 
plan adopted by the supreme war 
council, which was a thinly disguised 
attempt on its part to control mili- 
tary operations. 


The failure of the scheme.was to 
have been expected, because -it. would 
almost certainly have the effect of re- 
lieving the commanders-in-chief. of 
their responsibility and placing it in 
the hands of an agent not empowered 
to do more than consult the comman- 
ders-in-chief in an endeavor to get 
their approval before taking action. 
It was entirely a makeshift. 

It fortunately led to. the selection 
of an Allied commander-in-chief, which 
was probably what some of its far-

“It cre- 
ates an impression and attitude of 
paternalism and dependence,‘ when 
farmers must do for themselves,” he 
declared. | 

Bankers Aiding Farmers. 

Work of the Georgia Bankers’ As- 
sociation in aiding the farmer to solve 
his: problems was related by Ander- 
son, who told of the great work’ in 
Moultrie, Colquitt county, of Jim 
Beninson as agent. between the bank 
and the farmers. He commended as a 
“wise policy” the backing of county 
agricultural agents by the banks, and 
said “Georgia is awakening to the 
realization of man’s duty to his fel- 
low man. People are willing to hear 
the troubles of other men and help 
solve them.” 
. “The Georgia Bankers’ Association 
efforts to aid in solution of the farm 
problems are more fraught with op- 
timism than anything else I know of,’’ 
Anderson said. He opened his address 
with the declaration that the “great 
trouble. of Georgia is our extreme por- 
erty.” This state has been afflicted 
since the sixties and with less excuse 
than any place in the world, he said. 

The unique advantage of the south- 
ern farmer ha been his ability to 
grow cotton, a product known to be 
kept for 50 years in a perfect state 
of preservation, where farmers of 
other sections have had to grow perish- 
able products, he pointed out. “And 
statistics show that of the 400,000 
persons living within 50 miles of the 
Macon eourthouse, the average ones 


-do not see $140 a year.”

000 deaths of men, women and chil-| 
dren, and. it cost $406,000,000,000, or 
twiee the estimated wealth of the 
United States at the beginning of the 
war, and “today is pay day,” Ander- 
son said. “Today is the day for sav- 
ing aud denying, for we have lost the 
patronage and tee earning and spend- 
ing ability of 26,000,000 people.’ 

Anderson drew a_ vivid picture- of 
the loss from  Sherman’s - march 
through Georgia and the resultant dis- 
tress and misfortune from  carpet- 
baggers and from labor being set free. 
“Chaos confounded and multiplied,” 
he said, telling how the state betame 
bound in a cotton slavery, and de-| 
claring that an overwhelming surplus 
of cotton has been produced . since 
1865, so that the farmers produced 
cotton at an average cost of 10 1-2 
cents a pound and sold it at 9 3-4 
cents a pound, 


“There is a world surplus today of 
8,000,000 bales, and before new cotton 
can bring a profit it has to wait its 
turn with that much before it,’ Ander- 
son said.. He told how the boll weevil 
for 12 years has made the Georgia 
bankers unable to finance cotton farm- 
ing, and said that recently the asso- 
ciation undertook to find a way to 
help the farmers, and group meetings 
have been held over the state on the 
subject of crops other than cotton. 

Small towns where the merchants 
skin the farmers should go out of busi- 
ness, but those rendering a real serv- 
ice to the farmers by providing a 
market where the farmer can get and 
pay a fair price will flourish and 
prosper, he said. 

Anderson said that Georgia is spend- 
ing . $100,000,000 a year for food 
bought outside of the state, and that 
this is a problem that should be solved 
by helping the Georgia farmers reach 
a self-sustaining basis. The $100,000,- 
000 should be kept at home, he de- 
clared. 

“There are no idle farms in Col- 
quitt county or vacant houses in 
Moultrie, because Moultrie gives a 
eash market for the farmer every 
day in the year. Why should that not 

true of all Georgia? The Moultrie 
bank collected $60,000 on farm loans 
before it touched the cotton, money, 
and it declared an extra dividend of 
20 per cent and it has~$2,250,000 of 
ozens of 
other banks in Georgia do the same. 

“The towns have a real responsibil- 
ity in providing markets for the farm- 
ers. Civic clubs, bringing men to- 


gether, do a great deal-for Georgia,” 
he said.

the cost of lands subjeeted to lower 
Mississippi floods through levee set- 
backs was set today for Friday by 
the house flood control committee. 

A compromise was in prospect fol- 
lowing preliminary consideration to- 
day during which Representative Wil- 
son, democrat, Louisiana, outlined the 
purposes of the measure. 


Numerous committee members ex- 
pressed opposition to a change in the 
law which would relieve’ the states 
and local interests of any share in the 
cost of levee changes. 

Wilson contended the extent of 
levee setbacks embodied in the army 
plan was entirely unforeseen at the 
time the 1928S act was passed and that 
large areas of land would be exposed 
to floods without any reimbursement 
to owners.

| Baby’s “Blue” Eyes Lack 
'C olor, Doctor Explains 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—(UP)— 
The reason why most babies’ eyes 
are blue at birth although they may 
turn later to gray@hazel or brown, 
was explained today by Dr. I. H. 
Gédlove, in charge of the color ex- 
hibition at the Museum of Science 
and Industry. , 

“The blue appearance is not due 
to coloring matter,” he said, “but 
to the texture of the iris of the eye. 
This texture has the peculiar prop- 
erty of “scattering” whatever light 
it strikes. It is this scattered light 
we see, and the eye appears blue be- 
cause the wave lengths responsible 
for the color scatter many times 
more than the wave lengths of other 
colors. 

“As the infant grows the body 
deposits pigments in the iris, caus- 
ing the eye to take on the color it 
will maintain throughout adult life. 
If no color is deposited, the individ- 
tal remains blue-eyed.”

Margaret Sanger and Others 
Seek To Liberalize 
Measure.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12,—(UP)— 
A portion of the work to which An- 
thony Comstock devoted his righteous 


life will be attacked before a senate} 


committee. tomorfow by Margarct 
Sanger and others campaigning for 
liberalization of birth control laws. 
There are still a few in Washing-, 
ton who remember the great bulk and 
ginger-colored. side-whiskers .of the 
New England vice hunter who brought 
his portfolio. of-obscene matter to the 
capital to lobby zealously for the 


cause of purity. : 
Comstock put through ‘his law in 
1873. Half a century passed before 


congress seeking revision of the meas- 
ure. The present hearings are the 
first renewal of this effort since the 
lack of success. with the Cummins- 
Vale bill in 1924-25, 

Comstock’s triumph over congress 
was not won-.easily. He labored for 
nearly a month in the capital before 
his bill was passed just as President 
Grant began his second term. Con- 
gress was astir over the credit Mobi- 
lier scandal. Only in.a few quarters 
could this youth of 29, brimming with 
indignation at the exhibits he carried 
under his arm, look for help. 

But when Comstock won it was a 
thorough victory. Not onPy did his law 
prohibit the sending through the mails 
of birth-control information and de- 
vices, but it stamped as criminal the 
mailing of “every obscene . . filthy 
book, pamphlet ... or other publica- 
tion of an indecent character.” 

Mrs, Sanger and her associates are 
interested only in the _ birth-control 
provisions, which they hope to repeal 
by the Gillett bill. 

While Comstock devoted most of 
his time in Washington to missionary 
work with the law-makers, he found 
time to criticize the women encoun- 
tered at the president’s reception, 

“They were brazen — dressed ex- 
tremely silly—enameled faces and 
powdered hair—low dresses — hair 
most. yidiculous and altogether most 
extremely disgusting to every lover of 
purefinoble, modest svoman,” he wrote 
in his diary. 

On one occasion, when the house 
was held in session beyond midnight 
Saturday, Comstock remembered the 
Sabbath day and refused to desecrate 
it by staying, even though his beloved 
bill was involved in the session. 

Frequently the specter of failure 
sent him to depths of despair. 

“I felt O so crushed, so — broken 
down, so tempted to sin against God,” 
he confided to his diary. “O, I felt 
almost like distrusting God, doubting 
and rebellious, and then I went to 
hed, to pass the night beset by the 
devil.” . 

Tormented by doubts though - he 
was, Comstock eventually triumphed. 
“O, how can I express the joy of my 
soul or speak of the mercy of God,” 
was the diary entry the day Grant 
signed his bill, 

During his lobbying Comstock was 
the representative of the committee 
for the suppression of vice, which sent 
him frequently and enthusiastic en- 
couragement from New York. 

Comstock died in 1915 as the re- 
sult of “over-doing in a purity conven- 
tion.” He was 71 and had been pur- 
Suing vice since he raided his first sa- 
loon at the age of 18, 

None of the great national women’s 
groups will be represented officially 
at tomorrow's hearing on the bill, 
which would legalize dissemination of 
hirth-contro] information and repeal 
the Comstock law. 

Unofficially, leaders of leading 
womens organizations admit they are 
“deeply interested in the proposed leg- 
islation.” Officially, they sav their or- 
ganizations have never taken any ac- 
tion on the subject of birth control.

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FIGURING FAIR TAXES. 
In one issue of a newspaper is 


contaiaed a list of 79 bills on the 
subject of taxation now pending in 
the many state legislatures that are 
in session. These bills are only the 
latest crop, as many more have pre- 
viously been presented and are un- 
der committee treatment. 


One of the outstanding features 
of many of the measures is the ef- 
fort to reduce or abolish property 
taxes for state purposes. Another 
is to broaden personal and business 
income taxes by cutting out unfair 
exemption of the great mass of citi- 
zens who have incomes and should 
pay proportional taxes upon them. 
Yet another is imposing a gradu- 
ated sales tax upon all commercial 
sales on which profits are made. 
Still another frequent feature is the 
endeavor to corral and tax intangi- 
bles, even to the point of denying 
the use of securities as evidence in 
a court unless they are tax paid. 

The Ohio legislature has gone to 
the root of the tax problem by 
adopting a resolution providing a 
committee to draw up-a tax legis- 
lative program to be reported back 
to the general assembly in 60 days. 
The committee will be composed of 
three senators, three represeutatives 
and three to be appointed by the 
governor, “if he choases.’”” But 
Governor White does not choose to 
be represented, saying: 


I take the position, nowever, that 
the drafting of the bill is entirely in 
the hands of the members of the gen- 
eral assembly and that the executive 
department of the state government 
should not be actively represented on 
any committe which is preparing legis- 
lation. 

The committee is directed to con- 


sider the needs of the state and— 


To prepare and introduce in the 
house and senate such bills as they 
may agree upon, to provide for the 
raising of revenue from or by means 
of sales taxes, income taxes or taxes 
on intangibles, or any other form or 
system which may seem desirable, and 
which will give to the people of this 
state an efficient, economic and just 
system of taxation as defined by the 
state constitution, and the amendment 
of 1929. 

In order to get at the pressing 
problem of a tax system that will 


be workable and equitable, and suf- 


Carolina general assembly is being 
moved to ask for a constitutional 
convention, Like Georgia the North 
Carolina legislature is constitution- 
bound and not free to reform out of 
hand the evils and inequities of an 
archaic and insufficient system of 
imposing taxes for the needs and 
progress of the state. 


The wide prevalence of popular 
demands for recasting state tax sys- 
tems shows that the subjects and 
incidences of taxation have radically 
changed in recent times and none 
of the progressive states can longer 
happily and safely rest upon the old 
basis of ad valorem property taxes. 

On close analysis of the Georgia 
Situation there is really no need of 
a, constitutional convention or 
amendment to get rid of any bur-

CHILDREN WITH ENLARGED 
TONSILS AND ADENOIDS. 
Before I ever hung out my shingle 

I armed myself with what I believed 

the indispensable tools of my trade. 


Among them was one ealled a_ ton- 
silotome, an ingenious gadget having a 
ring frame in three sizes to fit office, 
household and hospital size tonsils, 
and a little two-pronged spear to im- 
pale the quarry and finally a guillo- 
tine blade which one shoves home 
when the tonsil is well engaged in 
the ring. One fine feature of this 
method of dealing with tonsils was 
its simplicity and ease of application. 
You just jollied the patient into the 
chair and applied a bit of local an- 
esthetic or put him under ether and 
inserted the gadget and went snigger- 
snack, and it was all over. Strange 
say this crude treatment proved 
perfectly satisfactory in a considerable 
share of cases, perhaps a majority. 
There are thovsands of people walking 
the earth today who owe their release 
from annual attacks of quinsy to the 
old Spanish custom. There are other 
thousands who have recovered from 
or escaped disabling arthritis and 


other serious focal infections, thanks f 
For ampu- ft 


to the same old custom. 
tating the hypertrophied tonsils of 
children the guillotine is still the 
method of choice, in my judgment. 
_ Since the guillotine instrument was 
introduced the throat surgeons have 
developed a modification of the meth- 
od. Instead oi engaging the tonsil in 
the ring and slicing it off with a 
quick yank of the guillotine blade, 
they prefer to use a wire snare and 
cut the tonsil off by constricting it 
with the fine wire. In this way per- 
haps a greater part of the tonsil is 
removed and there is less bleeding. 

For some time ihe throat surgeons 
prated of the importance of remov- 
ing every little bit of tonsil tissue, and 
all that, but this was 98 per cent 
talk. Rarely does the best of special- 
ists remove the tonsil entirely. Rare- 
ly is it necessary or even desirable to 
attempt to do so. 

There is no sound reason to regard 
tonsil tissue as inimical to health, un- 
less the tonsil is infected, harbors 


, serms capable of causing some serious 


systemic diseasé. When the tonsil is 
infected it is rarely infected through 
and through; the infected area or 
areas are, as a rule, readily distin- 
guishable from the normal tonsil tis- 
sue, On examination by the physician 
or the pathologist. Our proper pur- 
pose is to remove or sterilize the in- 
fected portion. That is precisely why 
the eld Spanish custom often did give 
a satisfactory result, even though it 
always left more or less tonsil tissue 
in the throat. That is why the snare 
method so much used by throat spe- 
cjalists new gives satisfaction in many 
cases. And that is why the modern 
method, diathermy (electro-coagula- 
tion, electro-desiccation) is giving sat- 
isfaction in so many cases, 

Candidly I have no definite idea 
about the penposs or function of the 
tonsils in childhood, or of the pharyn- 
geal tonsil (the mass of tissue in the 
vault behind the soft palate called 
“adenoids” when enlarged), but it 
seems reasonable to think this tissue 
serves some good purpose in childhood. 
From its character and its structure 
as seen under the miscroscope, we 
assume this peculiar type of tissue is 
concerned somehow in protecting the 
body against the invasion of disease 
germs, but only in childhood. The 
tonsils normally undergo evolution 
and atrophy or shrinkage in early 
adult life. , :

Another Big Thing to Settle.

“No stronger statement has ever 
been made than that of Lincoln upon 
obedience to law as the very founda- 
tion.of our republic.”

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Macon Man Makes Stir- 
ring Appeal in Speech at 
Emory’s Institute of Cit- 
izenship Thursday Night 


An appeal to the young men of the 
state “to lift Georgia out of the slough 
of despond, where it rests on the bot- 
tom in government affairs, to its for- 
mer high position as the Empire 
State of the South” was the keynote 


'of the speech made at the annual in- 


stitute of citizenship at Emory Uni- 
versity Tuesday night by Orville A. 
Park, of Macon. 

“Georgia’s governmental system is 
organized on the basis of inefficiency,” 
declared Mr. Park; who as one of 
the outstanding lawyers of the state 
is the author of Park’s code and other 
legal and banking works. “It is the 
embodiment of lecal self-government 
gone to seed, of democracy run riot. 
There are more than twice too many 
counties, and practically no central 
executive authority.” 

Mr. Park’s speech marked one of 
the high spots of a four-day program 
that has drawn internationally known 
statesmen and jurists to the Emory 
campus. ‘The institute ends Friday 
night. ; 

Mr. Park asserted that in recent 
years Georgia has gone to the very 
bottom among the states of the Union 
in expenditure for education, charities, 
public health. and government. He 
showed by a series of charts how 
Georgia ranks forty-eighth in each of 
these four things. 

Then he called for a sweeping gov- 
ernment reform; in order to remedy 
these evils and “make Georgia again 
what,she used to be.” 

He asked his audience to consider 
that everything he said was for the 
good of the state, and not regard it 
as slander. “I am not slandering, 
he said. “I love the state of Georgia 
as much as any man, and I wouldn't 
hurt it for anything. ‘The trouble is 
that the people of Georgia have beer 
unwilling to face facts. We have been 
flattering ourselves that Georgia !s 
the Empire State of the South, and 
that ‘it’s great to be a Georgian.’ The 
truth is that the state has gone to 
seed under our very noses. 

Urges New Constitution. 

“The first thing that Georgia has 
to do,” declared Mr. Park emphati- 
cally, “is to adopt a new constitution. 
Not simply revise the present one. 
but throw it away and get a new one 
The present constitution was framed 
for a different age, It was written 
with a very different spirit from the 
twentieth century. It was born in 
the reconstruction era, and is utterly 
unsuited to our present needs. . Its 
purpose was to limit all government 
to the last degree. -It was framed in 
suspicion and distrust. The idea was 
to hold all government to the smallest 
possible compass. 

“What we must do is remodel our 
government .to give Georgia a real 
executive head instead of a mere fig- 
urehead. We must vote for one man 
who shall have certain powers, and 
not for 40 or 50 men of vague or un- 
known duties. Oh, let us get away 
from the silly idea that the people 
have to elect anybody. That’s not 
democracy. When we want a geolo- 
gist, a tax expert, or an agricultural 
expert let’s appoint them through our 
executive power instead of electing 
politicians who know little or nothing 
about the jobs. 

Likens Legislature to Mob, . . 

“We must also remodel our legis- 
lature,’ Mr. Park continued. “We 
ean’t do anything with a mob. ’ 
must havera-law-making -bedy. ‘The 
present legislature is too big. Senate 
must be differently constituted. At 
present the senate does not represent 
a thing. Some permanency must be 
given to the legislature, so that it 
will not change so constantly. And 
we must make our representation fair. 
At present it is grossly unfair and 
unjust. The sparsely populated coun- 
ties should not have as big a voting 
power as the larger and more densely 
populated ones. . 

“The system of collecting revenues 
in Georgia is so absurdly com plicat- 
ed and ineffectual that no corporation 
or bank in the country would consid- 
er it. Tax reform is one of the im- 
portant things we must accomplish 
under a new constitution. 

Too Many Counties in Georgia. 

“And, what is most important is to 
reduce the number of our counties 
and cut down the tremendous waste 
that the present system causes.” . The 
speaker showed how Georgia, with its 
161 counties, is second only to Texas 
in the United States in total number, 
and pointed out that, meastred by 


urea of population, Georgia has three}. 


times the average number of counties 
for all states. He stated that there are 
113 counties in the state which have 
not enough taxable wealth to main- 
tain county government, and that it 
takes about 25,000 paid officials for 
our county government. At least half 
of this expense could be saved by con- 
solidation, he said, : 

“Under the present constitution of 
Georgia,’ Mr. Park assefted, “it is 
the marvel of the age that the Geor- 
gia legislature: does anything half as 
well as it does.” 

Value of Education. 

The Macon attorney laid special em- 
phasis on the value of education, Aft- 
er showing that Georgia now spends 
less per capita for education than any 
other state in the country, he said 
that the underlying cause of Georgia’s 
condition today is on account of this 
very thing. “Georgia stands at the 
bottom of all the states because she 
has neglected her childhood,” he de- 
clared. 

One jolt which Georgia received last 
year, said the speaker, was the census 
return, showing that Georgia’s in- 
crease in population was less than 
any other state except Montana, 
which showed a decrease. He answered 
the argument of negro exodus from 
the state by showing how South Caro- 
lina, Mississippi, and other southern 
states had the same negro exodus and 
yet showed substantial gains in popu- 
lation. 

Mr. Park attributed Georgia's poor 
showing in population increase to the 
fact that “our poor rating in gov- 
ernmental affairs is not such as to 
attract immigrants, but has been such 
as to drive many people out. 

Not Slandering Georgia. 

“Tomorrow,” the speaker _ said, 
“someone will say I slandered Geor- 
gia by talk of this sort. I am _ not 
slandering the state, and I believe 
from the bottom of my heart that 
these things must be known before we 
can again take our rightful high posi- 
tion. We have not looked at this 
thing open-mindedly. We have pre- 
ferred to grovel in the dirt rather than 
arouse ourselves to the reforms that 
are needed. : 

“To those who frown on this kind 
of speech because they say it is ‘poor 
advertising’ and harmful to the state, 
I ‘should like to say that these de- 
plorable facts are known all over the 
United eee than in Georgia. 


Tax System.” 

“We are losing our intelligent peo- 
ple, driving out wealth on account of 
our rotten tax system; we are not 
attracting industry as we ought. If 
you think industry is coming here as 
it ought, consider that Alabama and 
other surrounding states are getting 
many more mills and enterprises than 


we,

“That’s according to what kind of 
race it is. When I was running cross- 
country at Iowa State I usefl to take 
in the scenery as, I moved along, not 
worrying until I felt a pain in my 
legs or side. 

“In a mile race, however, there is 
no time to watch the scenery, if any, 
for you are too busy thinking about 
your position, how many moré laps to 
go, your condition, and the other fel- 
lows’ condition.” 

Conger said he always gets excited 
before a race. The bigger the race, the 
bigger the excitement. He does not get 
excited to the point where his mus- 
cles refuse to function. Just enough 
to put him on edge. 

He got his biggest thrill when he 
defeated Nurmi. The thrill would have 
been bigger, he said, had Nurmi been 
at his peak instead of on the de- 
cline. 

“But,” he added, “I wouldn't have 
beaten him in that case.” 

Conger plans to continue his track 
work whntil after the Olympics and 
then call its quits.

GONTROL OF CASH 
N TENNESSEE HI 


NASHVILE, Tenn., Feb. 12.—() 
Desks and files in the department of 
insurance and banking were described 
today as bulging with checks for hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars while 
the empty Tennessee treasury faced 
an emergency. 

On the tops and in drawers of des\s 
and in correspondence files, J. H. 
O'Connell, an auditor, told the legis- 
lative investigating committee, he 
found between 600 and 700 checks 
that had not been entered upon the 
department’s cash books. 

The checks were for a total of 
$290,085.05, O'Connell said, and soi.e\ 


were found in the desks of each of the | 


ten clerks who, besides Commissioner 
A. 3S. Caldwell, handle cash items in 
the department. 

O’Connell’s examination was made 
February 2, as of January 31, and 
he said did not include some $300,000 
of checks received on the day of the 
audit. The department collects fees 
for agents’ licenses and taxes on in- 


surance agencies and premiums. 
The situation was about as unsatis- 
factory as it could be, said the wit- 


ness, adding that ‘there appeared to | 


be no control over cash at all.” 

Chairman Faulkner arose to say he | 
was “astounded” at the conditions 
described and suggested an executive | 
session of the committee. When this | 
was over he instructed O’Connell to! 
supplement his forces in the insurance 
department and make a “thorough 
cudit for at least a year back.” 

It was estimated this would require 
a month. 

O'Connell represents an auditing 
firm that the committee engaged to 
audit each department of the state 
government. 4 

The law provides, O'Connell was 
told, that funds received one month 
are to be turned into the treasury not 
later than the tenth day of the next | 
month. He said he had found checks 
aggregating $44.50 for October, $9.50 
for November and $11,100.25 for De- 
cember. The greatest number cf 
checks, however, were received from 
January 26 to 31, the total for that 
period being $225,982.79. He reported

O'Connell inquired of Commissioner |

informed that once cash is entered on 
the department’s records it is not 
authorized by law to make any cor- 
rections for overpayments.

In all 
his experience, he told the committee. 
he “never saw such conditions for 
the control of cash.”

The pope, himself the most modern | 
of all pontiffs in thought and action,’ 
blessed the new invention and 
stowed, in a message marked by a 
fervent keynote of peace and co-op- 
eration, the apostolic benediction upon 
the world. 

Twice during the day his holiness 
spoke to the microphéne. His first 
adress, in Latin, dedicated the new 
Vatican radio station, presented him 
by Senator Guglielmo Marconi, 
“father” of wireless telephony. 

In it he spoke to all classes, to 
the members of hig hierarchy and to 
his followers, to dissidents, to work- 
ers and employers, to the rich and the 
poor, the persecuted and afflicted. 

To millions of Catholics he became, 
through the medium of : the ether 
waves, for the first time a living per-

The text of t pope pe’s speech at the 
inauguration of the Vatican City ra- 
dio station follows, (the translation is 
from Latin to English) : 


“To all ‘creation : g 


“We, being through the high de- 
sign of God, successors of the Prince 
of the ‘Apostles of-Him that in whose 
doctrine andy preaching is destined 
through Divine command for all peo- 
ples and for every creature, and being 
able for the first time to avail our- 
selves of Marconi’s admirable inven- 
tion here, we speak first to all things 
and to all men, speaking ‘to*them here 
and as follows with the words them- 
selves of Holy Scripture: 

“*Hear ye, oh heavens, that which 
I shall say, and listen, oh, earth; to 
the words of my mouth. 

“*Listen, all people, lend your ear 
all you who inBabit the globe, united 
toward the same end, both the rich 
and the poor. Hear, oh islands, and 
listen on distant peoples.’ 

“To God—and let this be our first 
word, glory to God on high and peace 
on earth to won ie good will, 

to God. 

“Glory to God fe gives in our days 
such power to men of making their 
words arrive even to the confines of 
the earth: and peace on earth where 
we are representatives of that divine 
Jesus, the Redeemer whose coming an- 
nounced peace, peace to the far and 
peace to the near, pacifying in the 
blood of the cross both the things that 
are on earth as well as those in the 
skies. 

“Tro Catholics—In speaking, then, 
to men, the Apostle commands us to 
do good to all but especially to the 
servants of the faith. We must there- 
fore address our first words to them, 


to all those who, making part of tne) 


family and fold of the Lord which is 
the Catholic church. Call us with the 
sweet name of father; to fathers and 
to sons we speak, to the sheep and to 
the lambs, to all those whom the Shep- 
herd and Supreme King. Jesus Christ, 
has confided to us in order to nourish 
them and guide them. 

“To .the Hierarchy—You, we say, 
onr brethren cardinals of the holy 
Roman church, patriarchs, archbish- 
ops, bishops, prelates and priests, dis- 
tributed in the different grades of the 
hierarchy, the principal object of our 
daily talks and at the same time the 
auxiliaries and partakers of our la- 
bors; we pray and beg that each of 
you remain faithful to your vocation 
in which he was called, and that each | 
one of you walk worthily of the voea- 
tion to which you have been called. 


Nourish the Flock. 


“Nourish the flock of God which is 
umongst you, forming with all your 
heart your flock so that when the 
Prince of Shepherds appears you will 
receive the incorruptible crown of 
glory. 

“Meanwhile the God of Peace who 
had resurrected from death the great 
pastor of the sheep in the blood of the 
eternal Testament, our Lerd Jesus 
Christ, guides you toward every good 
so that you may fulfill His will, ac- 
complishing in yourselves that which 
will Le pleasing in His sight by means 
of Jesus Christ, 

“To the Religious—And now we 
speak to you, oh sons and daughters of 
our predeliction who, emulating the 
best examples and seconding not only. 
the precepts but also the desires and 
counsels of the Divine King and His 
spouse, in fidelity to your most holy 
vows and in the religious discipline of 
all your life, perfume with virgin 
fragrance the church of. God, illumi- 
nate it with your contemplations, up- 
hold it with prayers, enrich it with 
scicnce and doctrine, cultivate and en- 
large ever so much more with your 
ministry of the word and with the 
works of the apostolate. 

“Partakers therefore in one vocation 
truly heavenly and angelic, so much 
more precious is the treasure that you 
bring as the greater degree of diligence 
you use in conserving it, not only to 
render certaim your vocation and elec- 
tion but also because the heart of the 
king and of your spouse might find 
in you. as in servants eompletely 
faithful and devoted, some consolation 
and reparation for the infinite offenses 
and negligences with which men re- 
turn His ineffable love. 

To Missionaries. 


“To Missionaries—Now our words 
turn toward you, oh sons and daugh- 
ters very dear in Christ, who in the 
missions pray and work to propagate 
the holy faith of Jesus Christ and to 
extend His kingdom; like the first 
apostles of the chureh you also, in 
perils, necessities and tribulations, 
create with great patience an exam- 
ple for all. 

“Like them you also are the ‘glory 
of Ged;’ you who in labors, often in 
chains and in blood, fighting even 
unto death the good and great battle 
of faith and of suffering, and con- 
fessing generously your faith, gain 
your souls and sow the seed of future 
Christians. 

“We salute you, oh strong soldiers 
of Christ. But together with you we 
salute the native priests and good 
catechists, principal fruits and now 
colleagues and helpers of your labors. 


“To all faithful—our heart turns 
toward you, to all who are faithful 
citizens of our episcopal city and of 
all the werld; toward you especially 
who, like the first believers, the men 
and women of whom the apostle makes 
high praise, even though belonging to 
the laity, in the apostolate collaborate 
with us and with our venerable broth- 
ers, the bishops, and with the priests, 
to you, Oh people of God and sheep of 
his pasture, you elect of the race, regal 
priesthood, holy nation, people gained 
by God. 

Let Modesty Be Kuown. 

“Let your modesty, so well known to 
all men, and all that which is true, all 
that which is pure, all that which is 
just, all that whieh is saintly, all 
that which is loveable and of good 
fame, every virtue and every laud- 
able discipline, form the object of your 
thoughts and be your works so ‘that 
God may be glorified in everything 
and in everyone. . 

“To infidels and dissidents—also to 
you our thoughts and our words turn 
as many of you are far from faith and 
from the unity of Christ. For you 
every day we offer prayers to God 
and the Lord of all, earnestly asking 
that he with his light illuminate you 
and guide you ‘and unite you to ‘the 
sheep which hear his voice, and that 
there be only one fold and one shep- 
herd. 

“To governors—and since we are 
debtors to all, we speak first to 
those who govern that they command 
in justice and in charity, toward util- 
ity and edification, and not toward 
ruin, always remembering that there 
is no power if not from God, and that 
to God they must . render rigorous 
count. 

“To wabjecte-<<te subjects, then we 
say, that they should obey their su- 


ward God, knowing that he who re- 
sists legitimate authority resists the 
dispositions of God, and that he who 
in this wa ay resist prepares damnation 


for a

“We say most willingly that our 
acceptance of the radio station is most 
dear to us. but still more dear is the 
sift and the sentiment of Senator 
Marconi, 

“We offer thanks to.God and thanks 
to man for this great. new invention, 
Thanks to God for his manifestations, 
so genuine. and so accurate of His di- 
vine goodness. We give thanks to 
God for this great invention which 
brings us so close to him. 

“A few days ago we. inaugurated 
the power station, perhaps one of the 
most modern of its kind in Italy and 
one of the most perfect in existence. 

“Today we have attained the apex 
of modern invention in the new radio 
apparatus—the last word in technical- 
ity and science. : ; 

“Senator Marconi had promised us 
one of the most modern of inventions, 
This promise he has fulfilled so mag- 
nificently that, we may ask what yet 
remains to constitute the latest de- 
velopment in radio. 

“No one will think that we are far 
from the primate of Peter in adopting 
this new invention. Let it be known 
that we have adopted it in the true 
sense of Peter propagating the church, 

“It is a privilege to actept = 
great invention which we shall use as 
an instrument to spread the faith and 
the church. 

“The radio is the offspring of ultra 
modern science. It serves the glory of 
God and the efficacy of spreadipg sal- 
vation into all souls. 

“In this great privilege we shall re- 
joice continually. The realization of 
this dream is a recompense for the 
work that was needed to build this 
station. 

“We have heard expréssed the sen- 
timents of Senator Marconi and ef 
Father Gianfrancheschi in dedication 
of the new Pontifical Academy of 
Science. | 

“Finally we give thanks again to 
God, but not only to God, but to men 
as well. We thank you, Senator Mar- 
coni, and all these who have co-operat- 
ed with you so intelligently, faithfully 
and devotedly in making possible this 
great work. 

“To make our expressions of grati- 
tude more real we now give the apos- 
tolic blessing to all of these.”

Postal Head Says Sena 
tor Trying To Deceive 


| American Public. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.-—(4)— 
Chairman Blaine, of the senate postal 
lease investigating committee, was 
charged tonight by Postmaster-General 
Brown with using “the cloak of his 
senatorial immunity” in a “deliberate” 
attempt to deceive the American ptb- 
lic into believing there has been wide- | 
spread fraud in postoffice leases. 

“The senator has not a scintilla of 
evidence to support such a charge,” 
Brown said in a formal statement. 

The postmaster-general denied that 
beneficiaries of the postal leases have 
contributed a million and a quarter 
dollars to the Coolidge and Hoover 
campaign funds, asserting that al- 
though they number many thousands 
they have contributed “the insignifi- 
cant sum of $500” to republichn cam- 
paign funds since 1924. 

Brown’s bristling statement was is- 
sued just 24 hours after his appear- 
ance before the Blaine committee 
when his refusal to furnish records of 
the postoffice department resulted in 
several sharp verbal clashes with th 
committee chairman. / 

Referring to this incident, he saifi: 

“Senator Blaine now charges the 
present administration of the postof- 
fice department with failure to co- 
operate with his committee. 

“The fact is that the department 
has afforded Senator Blaine’s agents 
and investigators every facility for 
doing their work. 

“It has made available to theni the 
complete files concerning all existing 
lease contracts. It will continue to 
make such records available. 

“The department does not intend, 
however, to make any disclosures of 
information which is related only to 
its future policies, and which, if made 
publie prematurely would embarrass 
and handicap the transaction of pub- 
lic business.” 

Characterizing the government’s 
past policy of renting postoffice quar- 
ters as “wasteful and extravagant in 
the extreme,” Brown said every post- 
master-general for the last 15 years 
had urged congress to provide for ac- 
quisition and ownership of such 
buildings.
